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Parking  Problem  Increases 
As  Student  Enrollment  Rises

Parktnig  is  a  growiDg  prob¬ 
lem  at  MSC  —  there  are  too 
many  cars  and  too  spacesl 
More  oars  are  brought  on 
camipus  each  succeediing  year, 
partly  because  of  increasinf^ 
enrollment.  The  automobile  is 
a  necessity  to  some  students,  a 
convenience  to  others,  and  a 
status  symbol  for  many  more. 
Regardless  of  its  purpose,  the 
auto  still  requires  a  parking 
space;  and  these  spaces  are 
booming  harder  to  find  both 
on  and  off  campus. 

General  auto  regulations 
have  been  set  up  to  al¬ 
leviate  some  problems. 
Every  person  attending 
college  who  uses  a  car 
must  register  the  auto  with 
the  college  for  a  fee  of  50 
cents  per  semester.  If  he 
chooses,  he  may  pay  $10  a 
semester  and  become  eli¬ 
gible  to  park  on  campus. 
Each  person  who  pays  is 
assigned  a  lot  in  which  a 
space  is  provided  for  his 
use. 

More  than  800  of  the  cars 
registered  at  the  college  are 
parked  off  campus.  These  peo¬ 
ple  are  not  permitted  to  park 
on  campus  during  the  restrict¬ 
ed  hours  of  7  a.  m.-5  p.  m., 
Monday  through  Friday,  and  7 
a.  m.  to  noon  on  Saturday.  The 
only  exceptions  aa-e  tlie  30-min¬ 
ute  zone  at  the  library  and  the 
15-rainute  zones  in  front  of  the 
women’s  residence  hails. 

A  major  complaint  of  people 
using  on-campus  facilities  is 
the  parking  in  college  lots 
of  unauthorized  automobiles. 
Such  negligent  pai-king  leaves 
on  -  campus  persons  without 
spaces.  Of  course,  if  the  offen¬ 
der  is  caught,  he  is  subject  to 
a  ticket  and  a  fine. 

Also,  if  someone  is  found 
using  an  unregistered  auto¬ 
mobile,  he  will  be  fined  $10. 
Temporary  permits  are 
available  to  people  wishing 
to  use  cars  for  short  peri¬ 
ods.  The  charge  is  $1  a 
week  to  park  on  the  cam¬ 
pus  or  50  cents  for  tempor-

Off  -  campus  parking  is  be¬ 
coming  increasingly  inconven¬ 
ient,  for  people  are  now  forced 
to  park  many  blocks  away 
from  the  college.  One  gripe  is 
the  inconsiderate  person  who 
uses  more  space  than  neces¬ 
sary  to  park,  leaving  less  than 
enough  i-oom  for  another.  This 
creates  a  frustrating  situation. 

ITie  college  administoators 
ai’e  trying  to  lielp  solve  the 
parking  problem  by  opening 
new  parking  areas  or  resurfac¬ 
ing  old  ones  tliis  fall.  Lack  of 
money  and  available  land  are 
major  reasons  for  tlie  shortage 
of  parking  lots.  The  cost  of 
building  a  single  satisfactory 
space  is  estimated  at  approxi¬ 
mately  .$600. 

In  the  future,  restrictions 
may  have  to  be  placed  on  the 
number  of  cars  allowed  on 
campus.  Wliile  such  rulings 
have  not  been  necessary,  one 
wonders:  “Will  the  time  come 
when  the  whole  college  parking 
policy  will  have  to  be  re¬ 
vamped?’’

A  poll  conducted  by  Missou¬ 
rian  reporters  held  the  clue  to 
representative  campus  opinion 
on  this  matter  when  copies  of 
evaluation  questions  were  dis¬ 
tributed  to  student  Senate 
members  and  to  faculty  heads. 
These  instructors  were  in  lirni 
asked  to  re-distribute  three  ad¬ 
ditional  questionnaires  to  stu¬ 
dents  in  their  classes  as  well 
as  to  fill  out  one  themselves. 

Questions  presented  tliese 
groups  wero:  “Is  there  any  one 
feature  presented  in  the  Mis¬ 
sourian  that  you  esi)ecially  en¬ 
joy  or  dislike?”  “Do  you  us¬ 
ually  read  “Sports  Spikes,” 
“Among  the  Birches,”  “Fea¬ 
tures,”  “The  Sti-oller,”  “Edi- • 
lorial  Page,”  “Over-all  Cover¬ 
age,”  “Movie  Previews,”  and 
“Progi-am  Reviews?”  Two  ad¬ 
ditional  questions  concerned 
campus  attitudes  toward  tlie 
omission  of  some  materials 
or  possible  introduction  of  vari¬ 
ous  new  articles  and  columns. 

A  variety  of  opinions  were 
discovered  in  student  and  fac¬ 
ulty  reactions  to  these  ques¬ 
tions,  one  suggestion  being  a 
column  in  the  paper  reserved 
for  “more  opinion  of  indivi¬ 
duals  or  groups  of  students  on 
controversial  issues  on  cam¬ 
pus”  as  suggested  by  Joseph 
De  Siano.  Dr.  John  Harr, 
chairman  of  the  Division  of 
Social  Science,  extended  this 
line  of  thought  somewhat  in 
remarking  Uiat  discussion  of 
controversial  issues  on  the 
national  and  international 
scene  would  also  be  good. 

Another  proposition  w’as 
made  by  Steve  Jennings,  who 
remarked  lliat  he  would  like 
to  see  “A  poll  conducted  each 
week  concerning  such  contro¬ 
versial  issues  as  negative  cred¬ 
it  and  admdnisUation  grading 


policy.”  Candid  photos  of  stu¬ 
dent  life  in  the  residence  halls 
was  the  suggestion  of  Mike 
Flowers. 

Julie  Seipel  proposed:  “I 
think  that  stiident  opinio  polls 
of  vital  issues  are  interesting. 
I  also  liked  the  complete  cov¬ 
erage  of  the  AAUP  debates.  I 
think  complete  coverage  of 
such  more  or  less  controversial 
events  is  necessary.” 

An  over  -  all  intea-pretive  in¬ 
sight  was  afforded  by  John 
Thompson  who  stated  “.  .  .my 
suggestion  is  to  have  a  general 
campus  section  which  is  in  the 
same  edition,  but  separate 
from  the  student  section.  I  be¬ 
lieve  simply  that  the  Northwest 
Missourian  should  be  more 
from  the  student’s  point  of 
view.” 

The  question  dealing  with 
“What  would  you  like  to  see 
omitted  from  the  paper?” 
brought  almost  every  conceiv¬ 
able  answer  from  “nothing,”  to 
“cut  out  the  sports  page,”  to 
“more  extended  variety  and  in¬ 
tramural  coverage.” 

It  is  readily  apparent  from 
viewing  these  divergent  replies 
that,  in  oixier  to  satisfy  every¬ 
one’s  news  wants  on  campus, 
everyone’s  conception  of 
“news,”  tlie  paper  would  have 
to  have  divine  sanction.  No 
staff  can  ever  hope  to 
please  everj'one  with  its  arti¬ 
cles,  but  instead  must  be  satis¬ 
fied  with  doing  a  conscientious 
job  of  reporting,  and,  if  need 
be,  interproting  the  news  as  it 
happens,  one  commentator 
said. 

Specific  percentage  ratings 
for  the  vai'ious  articles  as  pro¬ 
vided  by  a  compilation  of  all 
.  returned  answer  sheets,  reveal¬ 
ed  the  following  figures  which 
represent  relative  student  pop¬ 
ularity:  “Sports  Spikes,”  61 
per  cent;  “Among  the  Birch¬ 
es,”  69  per  cent;  The  Sti’oller, 
83  per  cent;  Editorial  Page,  88 
per  cent;  Over-all  Coverage, 
87  per  cent;  Features,  70  per 
cent;  Movie  Previews,  41  per 
cent,  and  Program  Reviews, 
49  per  cent.

Local  Publication 

The  so-caMed  “underground 
newspaper,”  which  was  circu¬ 
lating  around  the  MSC  campus 
during  October  was  discussed* 
at  the  Nov.  4  meeting  of  Dia¬ 
logue. 

At  the  session,  Reginald 
Turnbull,  co-editor  of  the  publi¬ 
cation;  Dave  Hockensmith,  its 
distribution  mamagcir;  the  Rev. 
Ron  Roemmich,  Mr.  Robert^ 
Nagle,  and  John  Price,  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  board  of  directors 
of  the  Academic  Analyst,  an¬ 
swered  questions  concerning 
the  recently  launched  maga¬ 
zine. 

The  first  issue  of  the  Aca-* 
demic  Analyst  directed  its  con¬ 
tents  toward  “literary,  aca¬ 
demic,  and  issue  -  oriented  ex¬ 
pression.”  This  expression  took 
the  form  of  ai-ticles  concern¬ 
ing  current  issues  of  interest, 
a  book  review,  editorials,  car¬ 
toons,  illustrations,  and  muchj^ 
poeti'y.  This  material  was  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  magazine  by  stu¬ 
dent  and  faculty  contributors. 

The  Analyst  directors  stress¬ 
ed  the  fact  that  the  magazine 
is  not  to  be  regarded  as  a  cam¬ 
pus  publication.  Hopefully, 
many  members  of  the  commu-* 
nity,  othei’  than  students,  will 
also  be  involved  with  the  mag¬ 
azine. 

Because  of  a  ruling  made  to 
protect  the  students  from  un¬ 
wanted  solicitors  some  years 
ago,  publications  not  recogniz-«f 
ed  as  campus  productions  can¬ 
not  be  sold  on  campus.  The 
Analyst  editors  are  now  seek¬ 
ing  to  obtain  approval  through 
the  Student  Senate  for  the  dis¬ 
tribution  of  Uie  magazine  on 
campus. 

President  Robert  P.  Foster^ 
has  pi’aised  the  Analyst  as 
technically  well  done  and  inter¬ 
esting.  The  magazine  editors 
are  now  seeking  the  support  of 
students,  faculty,  and  commun¬ 
ity  members  in  order  to  keep 
the  magazine  in  print.  Finan¬ 
cial  aid  is  particularly  needed. 

According  to  Hockensmith,* 
those  who  wish  to  conti'ibute 
their-  time,  talent,  or  special 
skills  to  the  Analyst  are  invit¬ 
ed  to  an  organizational  meet¬ 
ing  Wednesday  at  8  p.  m.  in 
the  J.  W.  Jones  Union'.

Major  league  baseball,  Rose- 
bowl  football,  and  campus 
concerts  are  intertwined  in  the 
yearly  plans  of  Northwest 
State’s  marching  band. 

October  27  was  a  red-letter 
day  for  the  marching  band  as 
they  provided  the  half-time  en¬ 
tertainment  for  a  crowd  of  over 
45,000  people  at  the  football 
game  between  the  St.  Louis 
Cardinals  and  the  New  Orleans 
Saints  in  St.  Louis. 

Arrangements  for  the  MSC 
band  to  provide  the  half-time 
show  were  made  with  Joseph 
Pollack,  public  relations  man 
for  the  Cardinals.  Preceding 
the  invitation  for  the  band’s

Rehearsal  with  TV  camera¬ 
men  was  held  Sunday  morning 
on  the  field  at  Busch  Stadium. 
The  game  was  telecast  from 
St.  Louis  over  a  national  tele¬ 
vision  network. 

Tlie  marching  band  played 
the  national  anthem  to  open 
tlie  game.  The  half-time  show 


was  based  on  the  music  popu¬ 
lar  in  St.  Louis  and  New  Or¬ 
leans  during  the  early  ,  1920’s. 
The  band  marched  on  the  field 
playing  “Glory  of  the  Grid¬ 
iron’’  and  followed  up  with 
“St.  Louis  Blues,”  “Saints  in 
Concert,”  “South  Rampart 
Street  Parade,”  and  “Waitin’ 
for  the  Robert  E.  Lee.” 

The  marching  season  for  the 
band  will  be  over  Saturday. 
Preliminary  steps,  however, 
have  been  taken  to  enter  the 
band  in  the  'rournament  of 
Roses  parade. 

Concert  band  will  begin  next 
week.  Mr.  Ward  Rounds  stated 
that  there  are  openings  for 
clarinet,  tuba,  and  oboe  play¬ 
ers.  All  other  sections  are  pre¬ 
sently  filled.

As  it  is  almost  safe  to  write  off  the  1968  MSC  footbaU 
season  as  a  total  loss,  it  becomes  extremely  necessary  for 
mo  to  seek  some  consolation. 

I  discovered  it  in  the  form  of  past  Bearcat  records  and 
teams  and  coaches  and  everything  via  past  issues  of  the 
Tower,  What  I  found  —  although  not  spectacular  in  any 
sense  of  the  word  —  gave  me  insight  of  sorts. 

IntercoUegiate  footbaU  began  in  1917  at  the  Fifth  District 
Normal  School  of  Missouri  — (that’s  us).  It  was  not  until 
four  years  later,  in  1921,  under  the  direction  of  Coach  Rus- 
seU  E.  Sprong,  tinat  the  Beai’cats  won  their  first  game.  In 
those  first  14  games,  the  team  scored  13  points  compared 
to  616  points  by  the  opposition.  That,  in  itself,  would  tend 
to  become  disheartening. 

From  tills  inauspicious. beginning,  MSC  moved  pro¬ 
gressively  up  and  down  the  ladder  of  success,  only 
once  establishing  itself  as  a  legitimate  foo'tbaU  “pow¬ 
er." 

Ah,  but  those  were  the  days,  weren’t  they?  Who  can 
ever  forget  names  like  “Sparky,”  “Lefty,”  “Taffy,”  “Shor¬ 
ty,”  and  “The  Terrible,”  to  name  a  few? 

In  19M  MaryvUle  posted  its  first  undefeated  season, 
(7-0-1)  and  captured  its  first  MIAA  championship,  under 
the  direction  o£  (Toach  H.  F.  “Shorty”  Lawrence.  During 
“Shorty’s”  three  years  as  mentor,  his  teams  won  19,  lost 
3,  and  tied  2. 

Coach  E.  A.  “Lefty"  Davis,  in  1931,  directed  a  ’Cat 
squad  to  its  first  perfect  season  (9-0)  and  Its  second 
,  league  crown.  That  team,  incidentaUy,  scored  190 
points  whUe  aUowing  the  opposition  6! 

In  1938,  Coach  Ryland  “Taffy”  Milner  arrived  on  the 
scene,  and  from  that  day  until  1945,  when  World  War  II 
forced  the  cessation  of  aU  sports  for  a  year,  the  Bearcats 
u^re  fairly  invincible.  During  those  seven  years.  Coach 
“Taffy”  piloted  his  squad  to  two  straight  MIAA  champion¬ 
ships,  rolling  up  18  straight  wins  in  ’38  and  ’39. 

From  ’38  to  ’44,  Northwest  State  posted  a  47-7-3  record 
and  invariably  became  notorious  as  a  monster  of  the  grid¬ 
iron. 

The  1941  squad  had  “on  hand  twelve  kettermen, 
headed  by  big  Ivan  ‘The  Terrible’  Scbottel,"  and  in¬ 
cluded  such  standouts  as  back  Paul  Gates  and  guard 
Robert  Gregory 

The  last  year  MSC  ever  posted  a  perfect  record  (7-0) 
was  in  1944.  From  the  post-war  era  to  the  present  time, 
a  span  of  23  years,  the  ’Cats  have  had  winning  seasons 
only  eight  times.  Twice,  in  ’58  and  ’62,  the  school  went 
winless. 

Only  once  in  those  23  years  has  NWMSC  possessed  an 
MIAA  crown.  That  was  in  1952,  when  Coach  Milner’s  team 
won  six  and  lost  three.  Eiven  in  that  year,  the  opponents 
scored  more  points  than  MSC,  (131-161). 

In  23  years,  to  this  day,  Maryville  has  won  73  games, 
lost  111,  and  tied  10.  This  averages  out  to  rougUy  3-5-1  per 
season.
